Whatever we are by Nature, derived to us from 
our firſt, or intermediate Parents, and deriv'd to us 
therefore under the malignant Tincture of many na- 
tural and moral Diſeaſes, the fatal Influence of 
which is remarkable in many whole Families, and 
for many Generations, in their peculiar Family Vi- 
ces as well as Diſtempers; yet it muſt be own'd at 
the ſame Time, that in the Virtue of the Blood of 
the Redeemer, his Spirit alſo has, from the very 
beginning of the World, enter'd into it as a Coun- 
ter-bias and Relief againft the Diſadvantages under 
which we are born; to aſſiſt our Weakneſs; to 
awaken the Conſcience that we naturally have of 
Good and Evil; to watch over the Attempts and 
Inſults of the wicked Spirit; and to continue ſuch 
his Care and Aſſiſtances till obſtinately reſiſted and 
grieved away from us.
